Dr.  J.  M.  Pendleton  said,  “In 
Christian  Doctrine,  page  338,  that 
the  governmental  power  is  In  the 
hands  of  the  members  of  the 
church."  it  resides  with  the  mem- 
bers in  contr  distinction  from  bish- 
ops or  elders.  That  is  to  say,  bish- 
ops or  elders  can  do  nothing  strictly 
and  properly  ecclesiastical  without 
the  concurrence  of  tho  members. 

The  right  of  a "majority  of  the 
members  of  a church  to  rule  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  law  of  Christ,  the 
will  of  the  majority  having  been 
expressed,  it  becomes  the  minority 
to  submit. 

That  the  power  of  a church  can 
not  be  transferred  or  alternated  and 
that  church  action  is  final.  The 
power  of  a church  cannot  be  dele- 
gated. There  may  be  messengers 
of  a chnrcta,  but  there  cannot  be,  in 
the  proper  use  of  the  term,  dele- 
gatee.
